At the request of the State Board of 
Trade a special report on the m atter of 
the frnit interests of this county is in 
course of preparation. I t will be printed 
with similar reports from other sections 
of the State in pam phlet form to be dis­ 
tributed throughout the East this coming 
winter from the cars of the“ California on 
W heels.” I t is proposed to use only 
thoroughly reliable 
and conservative 
statem ents from practical fruit-growers. 
The pam phlet will not be allowed to 
subserve “ boom” purposes. 
The work of preparing the portion of 
the pam phlet applying to this section, 
has been placed in th e hands of the 
Committee on Lands and Irrigation of 
the Chamber of Commerce. These gen­ 
tlemen have been interviewing practical 
fruit-growers and compiling statistics. 
At a meeting held yesterday afternoon, 
a number of statements were taken down 
by the Secretary to be embodied with 
such modifications as further investiga­ 
tion may require in the report. 
It waB stated that the num ber of acres 
now in orchard cuitare in this county 
was 40,000, an increase of abont 10,000 
over last year. About one-fourth of this 
is in citrns fruits, the rest in deciduous. 
The following was accepted as a very 
conservative estim ate of the cost per 
acre of starting an orchard of deciduous 
fruits. 
Fruit trees, $15; planting, $5; plowing, 
$10; replanting to take place of trees 
dying, $5. Total, |35. 
On citrus fruit per acre the following 
estimate was offered: Good 
budded 
trees, $75; planting, $5; care, $15; re­ 
planting, $10. Total, $105. 
It was stated th at these estimates 
were in each case outside the probable 
cost, so that they could be accepted 
without risk by the intending cultivator. 
It was estimated that the average 
orchard of deciduous fruits would begin 
to bear at the end of five years. The cost 
of m aintaining during the unproductive 
period would be $10 an acre 
The 
orchard, if well cared for and if a wise 
selection had been made at the begin­ 
ning in the m atter of the variety, should 
pay $100 an acre gross. There was much 
discussion by the committee of the cost 
of picking, packing, etc., aud of the 
figures obtained for various kinds of fruit 
sold on tbe tree, but no decision was 
reached as to a proper figure at which to 
put average net profits. 
On citrus fruit the cost for maintenance 
during the four years in which there 
would be no retaras, would be $15 per 
acre. The gross receipts as soon as they 
began to bear would be about $100 an 
acre, and would increase steadily for ten 
years or more. 
Tbe m axim um gross 
receipts, under favorable circumstances, 
were put at from $500 to $800 per acre. 
Olive culture was treated to some dis­ 
cussion, and it was stated that the cost of 
production was about the same as that of 
citrus fruits, and the receipts between 
tbose from deciduous and eitrug fruits. 
A num ber of fruit-growers had ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at the producers of 
this Bectiou were many of them in error 
in their method of selection of varieties. 
A sa rule, the horticulturists have en­ 
deavored to raise as large a number 
of 
varieties 
as 
possible, 
instead 
of 
concentrating 
their 
efforts 
to 
give 
some 
particular 
line 
a 
reputation. A m an, for example, will 
offer in market fruit which finds a ready 
purchaser, and more is demanded. It is 
then ascertained th at although he has 
perhaps a good m any acres under culti­ 
vation, very few are planted to this 
variety. 
It was stated that there was need for 
much better distribution of tbe fruit 
which was produced. Not one person in 
twenty throughout the country had ever 
tasted California fruit. 
The general 
opinion seemed to prevail th at the pro­ 
duction of fruit could never be overdone. 
The question of the present freight 
rates was treated to some discussion, and 
it was decided that they were not so 
high that they interfered with the proper 
distribntion of fruit. 
One fact which it was decided should 
be incorporated in the report was that it 
costs very little to clear and prepare land. 
Eastern farmers have a horror of new 
land, from their experience in clearing 
timber and reducing soil heavily grown 
with old sod. 
In this country there are 
no difficulties of this sort to contend 
with. 
The committee will continue its work 
for several weeks.

BARLEY SHIPMENTS. 


H lg li S tan d ard , o f th e G ra in o l tk ta 
S e c tio n . 
The shipments of brewing barley to 
the E ast continue. 
About 509 
tons 
have been sedt in all, most of them 
from San Bernardino county. The crop 
has been largely handled by the dealers 
of this city. The grain which has been 
shipped meets w ith the approval of east­ 
ern brewers and orders for 1,000 tons are 
now on the books of one firm in this city. 
The price, which at the beginning of the 
season was 50 cents, has steadily risen 
until it is now 67>¿@70. 
W hen the 
standard of excellence for No. 1 brewing 
was established by the Produce Exchange 
Call Board in San Francisco, it was 
found th at the barley of this section was 
above tbe grade which was adopted. It ap­ 
pears from the reports coming from the 
E ast th a t the crop there, though as large 
as usual, is not of a very high standard. 
These two facts are likely to have the 
effect of occasioning larger shipments of 
barley east for brewing purposes than is 
u s u a l .

The Board Hears All the Complaints 
and Takes the M atter Under 
Advisement. 


Promptly at 9 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing the Board of Managers reconvened 
far the purpose of pursuing the investi­ 
gation, Colonel Harris being in the 
as usual, whilst Colonel Markham 
took his customary seat as cross-exam­ 
iner. Wm. B. Owens, the dining-room 
Sergeant, was called to the stand to con* 
dude the testimony he started the pre 
dons night, and he gave evidence as to 
the arrangement of the dining-quartera. 
Police Sergeant Rice waa then brought 
forward in connection with the West 
affair, and testified: “ West was quarrel­ 
some and abusive when he came out of 
ttie dining-room, and I had him arrested. 
I told him that I was going to take him 
to the Governor and he said that he 
would not go and he used fearful lan­ 
guage. Then in company with Officer 
GtUday I started to take him to the 
guard-house, and he abused us violently. 
When he was finally taken before the 
Governor, Colonel Treichel sentenced 
him to thirty days on the damp, and 
West refased to go,saying that he would 
do nothing, that be would rather leave 
Ihe Home. So he did. I do not consider 
that more force is used in making arrests 
than is necessary, and there has been 
wo brutality on the part of the gnard. 
Some of the gnard have been selected on 
■ay recommendation becanse they do 
not drink and can be relied on. I knew 
West at the Yountville Home and I 
know hie record. It waa bad. He was 
abusive and violent and was generally 
disliked. He was dismissed from that 
Home oq account of his shameful be­ 
havior. 
Edward Gilday, a member of the police 
force, was the next witness. He said : 
“ I arrested West. When 1 made the 
anest he said, ‘What do you want with 
me?’ and then he added, ‘I won’t go to 
Ihe guard house.’ I wanted to take him 
to the Sergeant of the Police, and he 
would not go’, so I took him by the col­ 
lar. Then he clinched me, and I threw 
him down and held him. Then the Ser­ 
geant came, and we took him up, one on 
each side of him. I did not use any 
mere force than was necessary to make 
the arrest.” 
E. Niederauer, the waiter of the dining­ 
room, next gave testimony. He said: 
“ I served West with coffee on the day of 
fhe trouble. I knew him as ‘the bad 
man from Yountville,’ for that is the 
name he was known by. He wanted to 
•Door his coffee back into the pot, but it 
was out of reason. I told him that I 
would give him some hot coffee, and he 
became violent and need abusive lan­ 
guage. I therefore reported him to thd 
dining room tfergeant,” 
Robert Grady then appeared and aaid: 
“ I have been a member of this Home, 
and have been discharged. This is the 
first time I have been in a Home. I was 
dismissed on a charge of inaubordination 
preferred by Sergeant Morris. Morris 
was making the complaint and I started 
to speak, and Governor Treichel stopped 
me. He then discharged me from the 
Home for using threatening language. I 
gave in my clothes, and Morris threat­ 
ened me. He put his hand on my 
shoulder aud said 'Get out,’ and he 
need more violent language. He then 
look me by the collar, and I went. The 
next day I called to see Governor 
Treichel, and complained of how I had 
been used. I tola him that he was not a 
gentleman, and had not acted like a 
commissioned officer.” 
The witness 
then made an application for reinstate­ 
ment in the Home. 
TUB WITNESS DOWNED. 
Col. Markham then completely floored 
the witness by reading to him the 
charges against him under which he was 
dismissed from the Home. 
They were 
as follows: (1) Disposing of rations; (2) 
doctoring the food; (3) endeavoring to 
provoke a quarrel; (4) destroying prop­ 
erty of the Home; (5) concealing e 
butcher-knife under his blouse when 
ordered before the Governor; (6) attempt­ 
ing to set the cookhouse on fire. 
CJol. Markham asked: “ What are you 
doing now?” 
Grady replied: “ la m janitor of the 
Tribune office.” 
He then went on in a 
wandering manner about things that had 
nothing at all to do with the investiga­ 
tion, and Col. Markham had a good deal 
of trouble in getting rid of him. 
Mai or Erdman then appeared and 
asked permission to make a statement. 
He said: “The payroll for September 
ahows that there are 100 soldiers and 
twelve civilians employed here, the total 
amount of disbursement being about 
$1 ,500.

S e n a t o r W illia m M. S t e w a r t , on hie 
return to San Francisco from his trip 
w ith the Arid Land Commission, ex­ 
pressed himself in the most enthusiastic 
term s as to the prospects of obtaining 
Congressional aid for the reclamation of 
«rid lands, and as to the great good that 
would result from the adoption of a com­ 
prehensive scheme for atoriDg water in 
the StateB and Territories which have 
deficient rainfall. 
H e says that the 
committee have discovered that lands 
th at can be irrigated, in addition to the 
certainty of the crops, produce twice 
and thrice th e quantity of any given 
ataple 
that 
can 
be 
grown 
unirrigated lands. That is a very mild 
statem ent of the m atter. On irrigated 
lands in Southern California it is not an 
nnusual thing to harvest from six to 
eight crops of Chilian clover during the 
year, and os to the great mass of the 
lands sought to be benefited by Congres­ 
sional legislation they would practically 
yield no crope at all without irrigation. 
The Commission sent by the United 
States to examine the various irrigating 
systems of Europe and Asia, and of 
which Gen. Alexander was the head, 
found that lands in Spain supplied with 
w ater rights were worth from $800 to 
$1,000 an acre, while other lands imme 
diately adjoining, without facilities for 
irrigation, were worth only $15 an acre, 
That the wealth of the United States can 
be enormously increased by an intelli­ 
gent application of the national money to 
the storage of water cannot be doubted, 
and 
there 
should

d o 
hesi­

in 
appropriating 
from

to 
ten 
million 
dollars 
a 
year 
for that purpose for a decade to come. It 
would be money really judiciously in 
vested. The addition of four new West­ 
ern States, all of which contain immense 
bodies of arid lands, ought to largely 
strengthen the friends of such appropria­ 
tions, and it undoubtedly will. All the 
new Senators and Representatives will 
be enthusiastic friends of such a meas­ 
ure. 
Some months ago the San Ber­ 
nardino 
Times-Index suggested 
that 
it would be well to call an Arid Land 
Convention to meet in Los Angeles, and 
the H e r a ld warmly seconded the propo 
aition, and added that our Chamber of 
Commerce would be a fitting body to 
initiate each a movement. The sugges 
tion, however, seems to have fallen flat, 
and nothing has been done in further­ 
ance of it. By uniting with the influ­ 
ences that are at work for a deep sea 
harbor on the Texas coast, a formidable 
interest looking to the development of the 
weetern country could be consolidated. 
A convention has just been held 
further the harbor proposition, and it 
wonld be an excellent idea to follow it up 
with one in advocacy of the arid land 
improvement. 
Fifty millions of dollars 
■pent in California, Nevada, Montana, 
the Dakotas, Arizona, Washington and 
New Mexico, during a period of ten 
years, would add a thousand million dol­ 
lars to the national w ealth, and wonld 
lead up to a rem arkable development as 
unique as it would be rem unerative. We 
ought to have the Convention. 


than usual, thus impeding free purchases, 
th e outlook for a brisk trade is excellent. 
The farm ers have had excellent crope, 
and the prices of their products are much 
better th in was expected from the situa­ 
tion earlier in the season. The indica­ 
tions point to a large im migration both 
for settlem ent and pleasure this Fall and 
W inter, and the first arrivals are on 
hand in m uch larger num ber than at 
this time last year. 
There is abun­ 
dance of outside capital which is waiting 
an opportunity for loans and investment 
on favorable conditions, and there is a 
gaining conviction that the present is the 
acceptable tim e, and that Loe Angeles 
real estate will never be lower than it is 
today. Coming events cast their shadow 
before, and the mnch more cheerful tone 
pervading all classes of the community 
will itself beget the better state of things, 
founded on a stable and assured basis, 
that is clearly ahead for Los Angeles city 
and county. As a result of a conversa­ 
tion with one of our leading and moet 
conservative business m en yesterday we 
were pleased to note that he took a san­ 
guine view of the im mediate future, and 
he quoted the views of a prominent San 
José banker, who has lately diagnosed 
the business situation here, in support of 
the encouraging prospects. 
Im prove­ 
m ents are under way in residence and 
business blocks on a scale of magnitude 
that dem onstrates, in a striking way, the 
confidence of investors in the future of 
Los Angeles. 
Not relatively but ab­ 
solutely, more building is going on in 
this city now than in San Francisco, the 
metropolis of the Coast. 


I t se e m s almost impossible to get pub­ 
lic work done honestly. I t is very rarely 
that a public building is erected without 
scandalouB exposures of jobbery and col­ 
lusion at some stage of the work. The 
New York State Capitol lias been the 
subject of the moet outrageous stealings 
from the very beginning. Enongh money 
has been spent upon the “ new” City 
Hall of San Francisco (popularly known 
as “ the ruins” ) to erect half a dozen 
creditable structures. 
Our neighbors in 
San Diego have just discovered th a t the 
architects and contractor of their new 
Court House have conspired to defraud 
the city. The Grand Jury has m ade a 
report on th a t structnre, which shows 
that “ refuse brick, and the poorest 
that could be obtained,” have been 
used 
in 
it; 
that 
the 
walls 
are 
'absolutely incapable of supportin g the 
superstructure,” or standing after they 
have been soaked by the winter’s ra in ; 
that the architects “ have worked in col­ 
lusion with the contractor, so that even 
if the Court House were constructed in 
the best possible m anner, the county 
would be swindled to the am ount of be­ 
tween $9.000 and $10,000.” 
These fre­ 
quently recurring swindles in public 
work are not reassuring to the people 
and render them suspicious of fair deal­ 
ing in every public im provement that is 
projected.

We 
then got into the yawl, and hardly had 
we been seated when the boat was 
swamped, throwing na all into the river. 
I, with m y three-year-old child in one 
arm , held on to some wreckage until one 
of the St. Louis’ boats came and saved 
us. Of my sister, Mrs. Huff, who was a 
widow, I saw no more after the boat cap­ 
sized.” 
Captain Sweeney stated th a t the whole 
thing come on so suddenly th a t he hardly 
had tim e 
to 
see anything. Captain 
Blanks, who was sitting in the barber’s 
chair, was hurled through the cabin roof 
and instantly killed. Others in the cabin 
were struck by flying tim bers, among 
whom was Shrimp H anna, who was sit­ 
ting near the clerk’s office. 
The explo­ 
sion seem ed to go downward, and the 
full force was in the rear part of the boat. 
Those th at were not killed outright by 
flying tim bers were pinned down and 
scalded to death.

FINDINGS OS THE NEAGLE CASE. 


Civic Dem onstrations in Honor of 
Senator and Mrs. 
Stanford. 


!Associated Press Dispatches to the Hebald. 


S to c k to n , October 
4.—The 
Grand 
Jury presented its final report today. 
Concerning the Neagle case it saya that 
the facts show that the killing of Terry 
was intentional and deliberate, and that 
while the Constitution and laws of the 
State require that a crime against its 
laws should be tried under them, the 
c&8e was taken from the power of the 
State by a process emanating from the 
United States Circuit Court. The re­ 
port continues: “The United Statas Cir­ 
cuit Court has not legally tried Neagle 
for killing Terry, for the reason 
of 
a want of jurisdiction. The United States 
Circuit Court has decided that Neagle 
cannot be tried by the State, essentially 
for a like want of jurisdiction. From 
which it íb fair to conclude that he cannot 
be tried in any court.” 
The report concludes with a eulogy of 
the courts of San Joaquin county, and 
states that had Neagle been tried by a 
jury and been acquitted, his vindication 
would have been the broadest known to 
the law.” 
The Grand Jury today found present­ 
ments against the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany for maintaining a public nuisance 
in the streets, in the shape of a depot at 
the intersection of Weber avenue and 
Centre street, known as the Stockton and 
Copperopolis railroad depot, and two old 
freight cars stationed on the track near 
the depot, used for receiving freight.

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THE SEWERS. 


T k e J t l a t C o M l t t e e m e a ts a n t 0 1 s - 
c u s s e a H a t t e r s 
The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council met yesterday afternoon in the 
Council chamber with the Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee. Present, Messrs. Shafer, Ham­ 
ilton and Bummer land, of the Council, 
and Messrs. C. M. Welis. E. R. Tober- 
man, E. W. Jones, L. N. Breed, W. H. 
Workman, B. Cohn, H. D. Barrows, J. 
E. Plater, M. Judson, J. E. Jackson, 
Mpeers. Hansen, Culver and Hamilton. 
The meeting was called to order by C. 
M. Wells, who stated that as a prelim­ 
inary he would like to hear opinions as to 
how the two committees were to proceed. 
Mr. Shafer, of the Sewer Committee of 
the Council, said that in his opinion the 
Citizens’ Committee should meet and de­ 
termine upon some plan which should 
be submitted to the Sewer Committee of 
the Council, which would make sugges­ 
tions and would furnish all the informa­ 
tion desired. 
Mr. Wells said that it wonld be better 
for the two committees to act together 
and mak« but one report. 
This was the opinion also of Mr. Cohn 
and of ex-Mayor Workman. 
Mr. Wells suggested that Mr. Shafer 
be appointed Chairman of the joint com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Hamilton thought that it would be 
better if a Chairman shonld be selected 
from 
the Citizens’ Committee. 
He 
thought this would give better satisfac­ 
tion to the people at large. 
Mr. Shafer said that he did not think 
it would be right for him to serve as 
Chairman. 
‘ A motion that Mr. Wells act as Chair­ 
man of the joint committee, by Mr. Jud­ 
ión, was carried. 
Mr. Wells said that it was of the ut­ 
most importance that the committee act 
with unanimity, so that the people would 
have confidence in the plan as presented, 
and vote for it at the election. The first 
question to be settled was aa to whether 
the two committees should ait as one 
committee.' 
Mr. Hamilton said that the Sewer Com 
mittee of the Council was at a loss to know 
what to do. 
Mr. Shafer said that his ideas were that 
the Sewer Committee shonld be present 
at the meetings, and shonld assist in 
making the plans, in which the two com­ 
mittees could agree. This plan would be 
submitted to the Council by the Sewer 
Committee. 
Mr. Cohn suggested that the first thing 
to do was the election of a Secretary 
Mr. Jndson moved that Mr. J. Good 
be elected permanent Secretary of the 
committees. Carried. 
On motion of Major Jones, Councilman 
Summerland 
was 
elected temporary 
Secretary for the day only. 
Mr. Jackson wanted to know if the 
Sewer Committee was committed to any 
plan. 
Mr. Shafer said that it was not. 
He 
bad ideas of his own, but he did not 
know whether any other member of the 
committee had the same. 
He thought 
that the interior planB presented to th< 
people, with some modifications, should 
be decided upon. 
The storm sewers 
Should be taken out, and the total coet 
reduced to $500,000. 
Then the commit 
tee 
should 
wait 
until 
it 
was 
ascertained whether some one would 
bid 
to 
take 
the sewage. 
The 
Council had advertised for bids and 
the committee should wait until these 
come in. If no bids are received then 
the city should cheoee the Redondo 
Beach route surveyed by Mr. Eaton. 
The right of way should bs obtained by 
condemnation, which he thought would 
be less expensive than to attempt to bay 
the right of way. The bids were due a 
week from 
xt Monday. 
Mr. Jack 
said that no one would 
bid to take 
9 sewage from the adver­ 
tisement because it was vague. 
The 
point known as Anderson street and 
Sixth street was vagne because there 
was an Anderson street on the west side 
of the river. 
Mr. Shafer said that the Anderson 
■treet referred to was the next street to 
the river on the east side. 
Mr. Wells said that the first work of 
the committee should be the collection 
of data and information. The people 
had gained different opinions as to cer­ 
tain things and they now depended upon 
the 
Joint 
Committee 
to set them 
straight. 
Major Jones said that this view was 
correct, and the best way was to take the 
data in the hands of the City Engineer 
and thoroughly discuss it before taking 
action. 
Mr. Shafer said that he had suggested 
the Redondo Beach route becanse he 
knew there was a strong feeling against 
the Ballons route, which he still be­ 
lieved practicable. 
The people believed 
that the Council was to receive $*,999 99 
of the $10,000 to be paid for the Gun 
Clubland, and they also believed that 
the Council was to get money from Rose. 
For these reasons he believed it unwise 
to advocate that route. 
Mr. Cohn said that he opposed the 
proposition submitted to the people be­ 
cause it was too expensive. He knew 
that an ontfall 30x45 inches could be 
built to the ocean for $250,000. He op­ 
posed the storm drains because he con­ 
sidered them unnecessary. He did not 
think the people down town should be 
taxed to benefit the people in the outly­ 
ing 
districts. 
The interceptors also 
should be paid for only by the people 
using them. 
Mr. Hansen thought that the first 
thing to do was to fina out whether ax 
wntfall sewer was wanted or not. Some 
one might want to use the sewage, and 
then there would be no need of an out­ 
fall. 
Mr. Jackson said that the disposition 
of the sewage should be the first ques­ 
tion. He said that the people south of 
the city were willing to take the eewage. 
H e thought that in a few days they 
would get together and offer to take the 
sewage, asking the city to pay for the 
piping to their lands. 
Mr. Hamilton, of the 
First ward, 
thought that the only system to be adopted 
was one using the 
smallest pipes 
(possible. 
Mr. Wells suggested that it would be a 
gOod plan to appoint a committee to 
formulate a plan on which the Joint 
Committee was to work. Then the work 
could go ahead systematically. 
Ex-Mayor Toberman wanted to know 
whether it was fixed that all the sewers 
should empty at the south boundary of 
the city. He thought that the citizens 
should pay for their own conductors, and 
that the sewers should be as small a* 
possible. He was opposed to the letting 
of the sewage for a long time. The city 
should deodorize its own sewage, and 
then be able to sell the water at three or 
four points on the city boundary. 
Mr. Judson moved that a committee b e 
appointed to formnlate a plan for pro­ 
cedure to be presented at the next meet* 
ing> nd that the Joint Committee proceed 
t o d isp o ee of the points arranged by the 
S p e c ia l Committee. 
Carried, and the 
fo llo w in g were appointed: 
Judson, Culver and Hamilton. The lat­ 
te r declining to serve, the motion was re­

They paid most attention

preBBure wkb brought to bear Hpon many stocks 
in the regular list, but only in Atchison was 
there any real impression made, and it declined 
only 1%, though it touched the lowest pripe in 
the history of the company. Stock ceased to 
come out toward the middle of the aftornoon, 
and the Bhorts went into cover, which caused 
a smart rally. Burlington displayed marked 
strength, and led the stocks of the regular list. 
Money also eased off toward the close, and from 
12 per cent, it declined to and closed at 4. The 
cIobo was quiet and firm, with the stocks of the 
regular list within small fractions of last night's 
prices, and Trusts materially higher than their 
lowest figures.
